This bird is very clofely allied to the Pipra punc- 
tata or fpeckled Manakin already defcribed in the 
prefent work. It is readily diftinguifhed at firft 
fight from that fpecies by the remarkable appear- 
ance of the white flreaks on the head. On cach 
fide the forchead is a bcautiful gold-colour'd fpot. 
The throat is alfo of a bright yellow. The feathers 
of the alulet or fpurious wing are tipped with 
carminc-colour. Its fize is that of the Pipra punc- 
tata. Itisa native of New Holland.
